If it come ofa dry difternper, the fick watcheth 
much. and can hardly be brought to ſleep. 

If moiſture only offend, then are they heavy, 
inclined to ſleep, and their fleeps are long and 
troubleſom. 

If cold be joyned with the moiſture;it is a per- 
fed Lethargy, though perhaps but breeding, and 
then the excrements are many at the mouth and 
nole, proceeding from the brain. 

If Melancholy be the cauſe, he will not be very 
defirous of ileep, nor void exctements from his 
brain 3 beſides, all circumitances, and the ſtate of 
his whole body incline to cold and drineſs. 

For to give a true judgment of a diſeaſe, you muſt 
conſider the complexion of the party, the region tbat 
be lives in, the time of the year, tbe ſtate of the air, 

#nd the diet be hath uſed.

THe Nerves of the Breaſt are far leſs than 
them of the hands , neither is it neceſſury 
they ſhould be ſo. great, becaule the Breal} 


needs not ſo much tirength. 


They are eleven in number, and not 
twelve as Veſalius thought; he ſaw there 
were twelve joynts, and the man thought 
ſure, every joynt muſt have its par ; but 
he was deceived, there are but eleven 
holes, and no more paria; and there are juſt 
ſo many intervals of the ribs, and nq 


more.

They take their original from the Spinalis 
Medulla, and paſs out by the Faramina of the 
Veriebre,and to avoid prolixity, I ihall ſpeak 
of thera all together. 


After they have made their exit through 
the holes of the Vertebre, you may fſce them 
divided into two parts and ye! not very 
equal)y neither, for the one 1s bigger than the 
other, the one is turned forward, the other 


backward. 


Thoſe that paſs forward make their pro- 
greſs under the ribs, by the lower part, and 
accompany the branches of the vena ine part, 
& alſo the branches of the great Artery, which 
three veſſels, to wit, Nerve, Vein and Artery, 
run a parallel line at equal diſtance, even to 
the fterxou, along the longitude of the 
ribs, and their cartlages, even to the 
Muſcles between the Ribs, into which (both 
external and internal) they ſend ſmall 
branches. The number of theſe Muſcles are 
ſixty eight, as 1 may happily live to ſhew 
hereafter. | 


Alſo they ſend Nerves to the fixth Muſcle 
of the breaſt, to the firſt and ſecond of the 
ſhoulder, to the breaſk and the nipples, to 
the Muſcles of the abdomen, where they 
make a great diſtribution, and to the fleſhy 
part of the ſeptum tranſverſum.
